PRESIDENT ARKWRIGHT | 
GIVES OUT STATEMENT 


Committee on Light Contract Met 
and Failed to Agree, Alderman 
Key Leaving the Room—No 
Report Made to the 
City Counctl,

It was believed that the contract for | 
lighting the city for five years, beginning | 
next April, would be adopted by the! 
city counci] yesterday afternoon. It was | 
Known that a contract had been drawn | 
up by the city attorney, and that the| 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company | 


had agreed to it. | 


But council met and adjourned without 
& word being said about the light oon- 
tract. 

The whole matter seems to be up in 
the air again because Alderman Key | 
thinks the company is not. doing right | 
in refusing to name secondary rates! 
along with its maximum rates for com-)| 
mercial and domestic light and power. | 

The resolution calling for bids for the’ 
city’s lighting contained ajclause ask- | 
ing for a “maximum rate for light and | 
power to private consumers.’’ Nothing | 
is said about any secondary rates. The| 
special committee appointed a subcom- 
mittee composed of the city attorney, Al- | 
derman Key and Councilman. Terrell to} 
draw up a contract based on the bids | 
of the Georgia Railway and_ Electric 
Company. 

There Was a Hitch. 

Yesterday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock, 
just before council met, the committee 
jwas called together. There were pres- 
ent: Mayor Pro Tem, Quillian, Alder- 
man Key, Councilman Terrell, City At- 
torney Mayson and President Arkwright, 
of the company. 

The part of the contract referring to 
the city’s lighting met with no objection, 
but when the portion referring to the 
use of power and light by private con- 
Sumers was read, Alderman Key object- 
éd because there were no secondary rates 
mentioned. 

The company had agreed to 
light for a maximum rate of 10 cents, 
and power for a maximum rate of 6 
cents. Under the present system the: 
maximum rate for light is 1!2 cents, | 
with a secondary rate of 6 centsif the, 
consumers used over a certain amount) 
of light; the maximum rate for power | 
is 7 cents, with a secondary rate of.3. 
and 2 cents. 

Alderman Key insisted that the com- | 
pany shou'd name secondary rates. in| 
the new agreement. While the matter | 
was under discussion the alderman pick- | 
ed up his hat and left the room. | 

The alderman afterwards stated to a 
reporter of The Constitution: | 

‘?T refused to sign the agreement be-| 
cause there were no secondary rates! 
mentioned. Without these the company | 
could make the private consumers pay 
just as much as is now being paid. When | 
I saw that Alderman Quillian and) 
Councilman Terrell wanted to sign the) 
paper as it was, I left the room.” 

Councilman Terrell] stated that there| 
was really no meeting of the committee, 
as only one-third of the members were 
present. He says the paper will have 
to go back to the committee and be 
acted on again. | 

Says There Is No Row. 

President Arkwright, of the Georgia. 
Railway and PWlectric Company, said last | 
night, when asked about the matter: 

“I do net know the nature of the 
statement given out by Alderman Key. 
1 did not know, however, that the fail- 
tre of the committee to agree or 
a report to be presented to council was | 
to be construed by the alderman as a} 
dispute between the Georgia Railway | 
cnd Electric Company and the city of- | 
ficials. 

“A competitive bid was presented by 
this company in accordance with the 
resolution introduced by the special 
committee of council, of which Alder- 
man Kev is chairman. That section of 
the resolution to which objection is 
now raised, and which was inserted at 
the instance of the alderman, and by 
which the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company abided, specified that 
‘hids to cover a proposition on the 
part of the bidder for lighting the| 
streets and public places of the city, | 
and also to provide and specify the | 
maximum price to be charged by such | 
bidder to any person, firm or corpora | 
tion within the city during the term of | 
the contract of the city.’ 

“The bid of the Georgia Railway and | 
Electric Company complied with this} 
clause, it being agreed that not more | 
than 10 cents per kilowatt hour be 
charged for light, and not more than | 
G cents per kilowatt hour be charged 
for heat and power. The joint com- | 
mittee understood, and I 
that an agreement had been reached... 
A subcommitte consisting of City At- | 
torney Mayson, Councilman Terrell and | 
Alderman Key was appointed to draw | 
up a contract. The city attorney drew | 
the contract: it was acceptable to | 
Councilman Terrell; it-met with the

raise an objection. 

“T have stated repeatedly that this 
company will make a substantial re- | 
duction in ite prices. The maximum! 
rate affects the greatest number of. 
people; it complies with the specifica. | 
tions of the resolution: it has Proved | 
acceptable to every member of the com- , 
mittee except Alderman Key. The ob-/} 
section he now raises fs on the sec-| 
cndary rate. The system of secondary | 
rate-making may cease to be correct 
before this contract expires; this com- 
pany may want to change the scale, | 
providing a third and fourth rate. To 
fix the secondary rate by contract 
would preclude that. 

“As for a quarrel, I know of none. |

Greene and Gaynor, Convicted 
of Harbor: Frauds, Lose in 
High Court 


PARDEE DISSENTED 
FROM MAJORITY OPINION 


Decision Against Greene and Gaynor 
Comes After Seven Years and 
Six Months of Continued 
Fighting by the 
Defendants.

June 3.—The sentence 
court in the famous 
Greene-Gaynor case, involving over half 
a million dollars fraud in government 
cont @ct work in Savannah harbor, was 
affirmed today in an opinion handed 
down by the United States circuit court 
of appeals. The sentence is four years’ 
imprisonment each and a fine aggregat- 
ing $575,000. Judges Shelby and Me- 
Cormick handed down the opinion, 
which was on an appeal, and Judge 
Pardee dissented. 

Benjamin Greene and John F. Gaynor, 
the defendants, appealed on 193 assign- 
ments of error. Most interesting of 
these was the claim that their extradt- 
tion from Canada, a case which went 
to the privy council of England before 
being finally tried, was illegal. 

The Extradition Feature. 

They claimed they ‘were extradited 
upon one offense and tried upon ane 
other. Upon this point the court says: 

“Tt is not usual, nor would it be exe 
pedient or practical, for a warrant of 
extradition to describe the crime with 
all the fullness that would be required 
in an indictment. While extradition and 
indictment must be for the same crimf- 
nal offense, it does not follow that the 
crime must have the same name in both 
countries.’’ 

The defendants were extradited for an 
offense for which they have been twice 
indicted. 

Replying to the contention that thetr 
offense was t extraditible under the 
treaty the court holds first that it was 
extraditable and then argues that even 
if the treaty did not on its face allow 
extradition for their offense, neverthe- 
less the parties to this treaty could 
have taken action to make the instru- 
ment cover the offense and that such 
action would have applied to a previ- 
ously committed offense. 

On the ground that they were fugt- 
tives from justice the court dismissed 
the defendants’ plea for benefit of the 
statue of limifaTlons. 

Pardee for Gaynor and Greene. 

Judge Pardee in dissenting goes fur- 
ther even than upholding the plea of 
illegal extradition and that for the 
Statue of limitation. He says, quoting 
from a court decision: 

“It is better that a person should 
escape altogether than a judgment of 
conviction of an infamous crime should 
sustain where the record does not show 
clearly that there was valid trial.” 

He holds that the introducing of ac- 
counts of defendants as documentary 
evidence should not have been allowed 
and that the charge of the trial judge 
was erroneous and in any ordinary case 
would warrant, if not absolutely require, 
a reversal.

DOUBT WISDOM OF PLAN 


Councilman Terrell Introduces Res. 
olution in Council Asking That 
Proposed Normal School Be 
Postponed Until August. 
Council May Act 
Thursday. 


If a resolution offered yesterday after- 
noon is adopted by council and agreed to 
by the board of education, the proposed 
normal gchool fr the summer will be post- 
poned until August. 

In the meeting of council yesterday, 
Councilman Terrell offered a resolution 
which stated that, ‘‘Whereas, the board 
of education had ordered a normal schoo! 
for certain of the eeachers from June 
i2 to July 17, and, whereas, many of 
said teacherg had mde arrangements to 
take a vacation 
close of the present session, be it re- 
Solved, that the board of education be 
requested to postpone such normal 
school, if possible, until August.” 

The resolution wag referred to the com- 
mittee on schools. When the committee 
acts it will report back to council. If it 
does not bring the matter up at the 
meeting of the called session next Thurs- 
day, however, the matter will be decided 
too late to do any good, ag the next 
regular meeting of couicil is on Monday, 
June 17, five days after the normal 
school opens. 

The matter was discussed by council- 
men, and it was stated that members of 
the board of education had admitted the 
order was probably a little too stringent 
and sweeping, and that it would be mod- 
ified when the board met again. 

But for this statement, it was said, 
council might have -taken immediate 
action on Mr. Terrell’s resolution, and 
adopted it.

‘The Farmer, the Nation’s Backbone. 
President Roosevelt”’s speech at In- 
dianapolis on the national] transporta- 
tion problem naturally overshadowed 
the one he delivered at Lansing, Mich- 
igan, on the vita] relation in which the 
American farmer stands to the nation. 
It is to be doubted, however, if the 
latter address is not more important 
in its way, than the former. Certainly, 
it is none the less remarkable, as re- 
vealing the intelligence and  con- 
scientiousness with which Mr. Roose- 
velt has studied the great agricultural 
t1d industria] problems of the United 
| States. 
- The president stresses the fact that 
“in every great crisis of the past a pe- 
cullar dependence .has had to be 
placed upon the farming populatfon; 


justified.” This pronouncement comes 
after one in which he declares the 
wage-worker, the man engaged in 
manual labor ‘co-equal with the far- 
mer, as one of the pillars upon which 
the integrity and hope of the country 
are builded. 

Mr. Roosevelt then proceeds to show 
that the highest value of the agri- 
culturist to the nation is in danger of 
being impaired by the fact that farm- 
ing has come, of recent years, rather 
into disrepute as compared to urban 
occupations, and that if we would ‘cor- 


us to institute such attractions to rural] 
I'fe as will turn back the tide from the 
city to the farm. He emphasizes, too, 
the increased civic usefulness of the 
man who is the proprietor of his own 
ecres. : 

In this connection, the president at- 
taches great importance to movements 
The Constitution has championed, 
without intermission, for ‘the last 
twenty years. He advocates a system- 
atic propaganda for social and edu- 
cational institutions, libraries,’ assem- 
bly halls and social organizations of 
every nature. He urges the further 
development of rural free delivery, 
rural telephone lines and _ other 
agencies which will place the ruralite 
upon a p’rity with the dweller in the 
city. No more happily does the pres- 
ident’s doctrine harmonize with the 
‘iews which The Constitution has ex- 
pressed than when he demonstrates 
the pressing need of the farmer man- 
ag ng his plantation with the same 
business care, and upon the same com- 
inercial principles as those observed 
ty the merchant in the large cities. 

Mr. Roosevelt becomes particularly 
forceful when he refers to the duty of 
the farmers in the matter of self- 
preservation by cooperation and or- 
ganization. “The people of our farm- 
ing regions,” he declares, “must be 
able to combine among themselves as 
the most efficient means of protecting 
their industry from the highly organ- 
ized interests which now surround 
them on every side.” He could not 
heave spoken with more pertinence had 
hs been addressing himself directly to 
the successful fight the southern far- 
mers have been and are now conduct- 
ing in behalf of the great staple crop 
of the southern states. 

Impressing upon the man _ behind 
the plow that the sane and satisfactory 
seclutions, not only of his own prob- 
lcms, but those of the nation as well, 
imust depend largely upon his own ac- 
tivity, and upon a persistent cam- 
paign of self-development, the presi- 
dent has shown the farmer, as in a 
mirror, his importance to the nation: 
and, at the same time, he has shown 
the nation its obligation and duty to 
the farmer.

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A Bureau of Nationa! Health. 


The American Association for the 
Development of Science is placing its 
influence very strongly back of a 
movement to secure the creation of a 
federal bureau, the functions of which 
shall be to supervise conditions rela- 
tive to the nationa] health, and ad- 
vance suggestions calculated to en- 
hance the latter. Acting upon the 
authority of the association, a com- 
mittee of one hundred prominent 
Americans have undertaken the task 


‘of formulating a campaign, and its 
‘various members are working vigor- 


ously to that end. 

President Roosevelt has already 
shown that he is in hearty sym- 
pathy with the movement, his views 
being very sensibly expressed in the 
fcllowing extract from a letter re- 
cently addressed to the committee: 


Our national health is physically our 

greatest national asset. To prevent aay 
possible deterioration of the American 
stock should be a national ambition. 
We cannot too strongly insist on the 
necessity of proper ideals for the fam - 
ly, for simple living and for those hab- 
its afid tastes which produce vigor and 
make men capable of strenuous service 
to their eountry. The preservation of 
national vigor should be a matter oat 
patriotism. For this reason, and be 
cause many of the problems of public 
health are interstate in their character, 
the aid of the federal government is 
necessary to. supplement the work of 
state and loca] baards Of health. Fed- 
eral activity in these matters has al- 
ready developed greatly, until it now 
includes quarantine, meat inspection. 
pure food administration and federal 
investigation of the conditions of child 
Labor. It is my own hope that these 
important activities may be still further 
developed. While I coul@ notin ad- 
vance commit myself to the approvei 
of any specific form of legislation, .I 
can most cordially commend the #n- 
Geavors of your committee to dri. 
these matters prominently before the 
public.

A Tutor Nearer’ Than Japan. 


The suggestion of Porfirio Diaz, 
president.of Mexico, that the United 
States and Mexico cooperate in es- 
tablishing a stable government among 
the mercurial little republics of Cen- 
tral America, “with no thought or 
act of territorial acquisition,” . em- 
phasizes the fact that the glamor of 
distance dnd stage-settings have led 
us to go far afield, to Japan, for a 
few wholesome lessons which could 
have been learned nearer at home— 
from Mexico. 

Diaz, like his program in Mexico, 
has been as plain and unscintillating 
as an old shoe. He has no lordly and 
picturesque conquests to his credit, 
such as focus the attention of a 
world and stun the suave and wonder- 
ing diplomat into a reluctant admira- 
tion. 

He has conquered his own peo- 
ple—that is all. But the achievement, 
when closely examined, is of such di- 
mensions as supplies the student of 
economic conditions and of histori- 
cal precedents with abundant material 
for profound and profitable medita- 
ia 

For Diaz has evolved into his pres- 
ent self from an agitator and a revolu- 
tionist of the most pronounced type. 
He attained supremacy in Mexico 
because he beat the pewee generals 
and the chronic firebrands at their 
own game. Once he had done this 
and sent all the incurable malcontents 
to their own places, he set about de- 
veloping the country and settling it 
upon a stable foundation, far from 
the whirls and the eddies and the 
temptations of the opera bouffe wars 
which he now seeks to eliminate in 
his jarring southern neighbors. And 
he has succeeded, admirably. 

Mexico has not, under his regime, 
known the meaning of a financial 
panic. It has no troublesome, indi- 
gestible Wall street. Its industria) 
progress has gone along with hardly a 
hitch or a jar. Watered securities are 
a mythica] quantity, save as intro 
duced by the great American gam- 
bler. At one time, it is true, the 
ccuntry was .threatened with a rail- 
road problem. But under the shrewd 
maneuvering of Diaz, the govern- 
ment has acquired a controlling in- 
terest in the majority of the lines, 
and is moving with effect, and without 
bombast, toward further preventive 
policies. 

Meanwhile its other industries have 
developed with a sure, lasting growth, 
and there is beginning to be manifest 
the presence of a national spirit 
which promises to preserve the in- 
tegrity of this admirable order when 
the master mind is removed by 
death—a contingency which cannot, 
in the nature of things, be very re- 
mote. 

Once or twice, it is admitted, the 
volatile Latin-American temper has 
flared up in sporadic places, and some 
ambitious miniature Boulanger has at- 
tempted the experiment of firing the 
people to that favoriate pastime—a 
revolution. Invariably he has been 
“nersuaded.” by logic or strong-arm 
diplomacy, into tractability, and Mext- 
co and Diaz have gone along, unin- 
terrupted, in the placid tenor of their 
way. 

These are a few of the lessons the 
whilom revolutionist has to offer his 
northern neighbor. It might pay to 
pring the microscope to bear on Mexi- 
co as well as—Japan.

Sinee 
the Ist of April no farmer here could 
more than one-third of his time on 
his crops, and not a lick of work was 
done two-thirds of the time. All ten- 
ants do not follow this method, as some 
of our tenants are good workers, but 
hundreds and thousands are just such as 
I have described. They don’t own land, 
don’t want land and would not keep it 
if it were given to them. 

Mr. Davis -will, no doubt, say land is too 
high, that a tenant can't buy land and 
pay for it, but in this country a man 
Can buy any quantity he wants at from 
$3 to $10 an’ acre. This land will yield 
one-half to three-quarters of a bale of 
cotton per acre and fifteen to thirty 
bushels of corn, and all other crops in 
proportion, and any man who will try 
can have a small home, and in time a 
large one. Laziness, Brother. Davis, is 
the curse of our people. Theré is no 
denying the fact. I have my first man 
to see who wants land—works for it, and 
tries to own land—without getting it. 
Our own people would be. ample to do 
our work if they would only work and 
not loaf. 

Now don’t charge me with being a 
bloated landholder and money king, for 
I am only an humble farmer with a 
small home and work almost every day 
in the year except Sunday. This is the 
way I earned the home my family en- 
joys, and other men can do as I have 
done. 

As to the Georgia man making easy 
terms to foreigners and impossible terms 
to his neighbors, I hardly know what to 
think of such a_ proposition. Surely 
there is a misunderstanding about this, 
as I can’t see how a man cou-u do it. 
I am opposed to immigration of tne kind 
we get on general princtples. Educa- 
tion is the redeeming feature for the 
farmer, and until our farmers are bet- 
ter educated we will have an appalling 
percentage of non-landowners. If we 
can only get the country cut up into 
small farms of forty toone hundred and 
twenty acres and let the owner live on 
his land, we will begin to have schools 
that will be an honor to the people. The 
idea of people being content with a 
three months’ school wil] never educate 
our children. The present method of 
raising a school fund by our state—Ala- 
bama—will never make enough to do us 
much good. Before our new constitu- 
tion was adopted everybody under 45 
paid poll tax; now not one man in six 
pays poll tax. We have plenty, so far 
as the number goes, but our trouble is 
we have too many little three-month 
schools, all paid for by the state fund, 
and it don’t amount to enough to edu- 
cate half of the children who are intel- 
lectually suffocating for an education. 

Some people think I am a fanatic on 
the subject, but I am sorry we haven't 
got more such fanaticism. Education is 
the only way to make a home owning 
and prosperous people—my word for it.

E¥itor Constitution: As a_ traveling 
man kindly permit me to express my 
hearty approval of the sentiment ex- 
pressed in the editorial in Sunday’s Con- 
stitution with reference to the railroad 
passenger rate. 

Would like furthermore to call your 
attention to the question of baggage, 
and ask if you don’t think we are en- 
titled to 200 pounds in Georgia as much 
so as in South Carolina, so as to avoid 
the difference in excess when coming 
into Augusta, for instance, from Colum- 
bia. S. C.? There is no more time or 
space required in carrying a trunk 
weighing 200 or 250 pounds than for the 
one carried generally on the road by 
people who do not spend one-hundredth 
part of the time or money that many of 
we traveling men do, Yet we are often 
required to “‘dish up’’ the paltry 10, [5 
or 25 cents, which, however, is not 

ore distasteful than having a negro 
weighing around behind us with his 
hand out for a !|0-cent piece and a look 
that implies that he Will pass you by 
if you will come across. We want the 
privilege of carrying one trunk or piece 
as heavy as the railroads have hereto- 
fore been willing to carry, say 250 
pounds, or at least 200 pounds, that 
we may feel that Georgia is as good to 
us as Virginia or South Carolina.

$2,000 Lost by the Promoters 
of the Enterprise, 


$10,000 WERE THE RECEIPTS 


Atiantans Agree to Contribute te

It had 
been hoped to break even at best, no 
thought of making money entering into 
the calculations of the first year pro- 
moters, but several unforeseen expenses 
arose, which had to be met. Of the 
$2,000 figured as loss there is, however, 
$1,000 which could be figured as an in- 
vestment, and this was spent in building 
@ stage, arranging boxes and paying for 
large cuts and drawings of the in- 
terior of the auditorium. Al] can be 
used for next year’s festival]. : 

Considering the fact that Cincinnati, 
which has an annual festival, does not 
pay anything like the prices for its 
principa] artists that Atlanta did, the 
small net loss of the local venture is re- 
markable. Cincinnati manages to make 
her festivals pay each year. 

Next season instead of. spending 
money the local promoters will spend 
more. The principal artists will be se- 
lected from such singers as Nordica, 
Schumann-Heink, Gadski, Caruso, Melba, 
Calve, Sembrich, Campanari, Abott, 
and Hamblin. 

A number of prominent citizens have 
agreed to subscribe $!00 a year for 
three years until] the festival is placed 
on its feet financially. It is thought that 
at the end of three years the music- 
loving population of Atlanta and vicinity 
will have rallied to the support of the 
festival sufficiently to make the further 
aid of individuals unnecessary. 

J. Lewis Browne will go to New York 
in a day or so to make contracts with 
artists for the coming season, He will 
secure an orchestra of international rep- 
utation—probably .Thomas’—and will get 
contracts signed by artists among the 
list already enumerated.

“When you stop to consider that the

MOVEMENT IS THE FRUITION 

OF 18 YEARS OF LOVING LABOR 
The unveiling of the monument was 
the fruition of eighteen years of patient 
and loving effort and every man who 
wore the southern uniform had in his 
heart a desire to be present. 
sentiment was heard on every side and 
the thanks of the entire south were 
offered by the orators of the occasion 
to the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, whose work it was that. made the 
Jefferson. Devis Monument Association a 
success. Of these expressions a quota- 
tion from the writings of Jefferson 
Davis himself, which was given in the 
principal speech by General Clement A. 
Evens, of Atlanta, Ga., evoked the most 
applause. The sentiment occurs in the 
dedication of ‘“*The Rise and Fall of the 
Confederacy,’ by Mr. Davis, and is ad- 
dressed to the “Women of the South of 
Yesterday,” as follows» 

“To the women of the confederacy, 
whose pious ministrations to our wound- 
ed soldiers soothed the last hours of 
thoge who died far from the objects of 
their tenderest love: whose domestic la- 
bors oontrfbuted much to supply the 
wants of our defenders in the field; 
whose zealo.s faith in our cause shone 
a guiding star, undimmed by the dark- 
est clouds of war; whose fortitude 
sustained them under all the privations 
to which thef were subjected; whose 
annual tribute expresses their enduring 
grief, love and reverence for our sacred 
dead, and whose patriotism will teach 
their children to emulate the deeds of 
cur revolutionary sires.”’ 


‘GRAND PARADE OF VETERANS 


TO THE DAVIS MONUMENT 


The grand parade to the unveiling 
started at 11:30 o'clock. The military 
feature was similar to the parade on 
the first day of the reunion, when the 
statue of Major General J. E.. B. Stu- 
art was unveiled, but there were far 
more veterans in gray in the line. 
They appeared to have been saving 
their strength for this event and al- 
though the walking\ was bad, none 
who could walk at all shirked the 
duty. 

Arrangements had been made to con- 
serve the strength of the old men in 
that the confederate veterans were 
farmed in open rank within one mile 
of the statue and the modern military 
organizations marched through in re- 
view, to be followed by the veterans, 
the carriage contingent and auxillary 
orders. This entailed no long march 
for the veterans, and avoided . all 
counter-marching. In the parade forma- 
tion. The grand procession was under 
command of General Stith Bolling, of 
Petersburg, Va., as chief marshal. 
Along the line of march a _ dense 
crowd lined the streets, the windows 
were filled and many or the house 
tops covered with cheering and sing- 
ing groups. Flags were waved in beat- 
ing time to stirring confederate airs. 
In the ‘great concourse of veteran’s 
organizations which proceeded in per- 
was a constant succession 
of bands and fife and drum corps. 
HEROIC WOMEN OF THE SOUTH 

CHEERED BY THE VETERANS 

Following the veteran section of the 
parade, came the cafriage carrying 
many of the wemen to. whom the con- 
federate soldiers owe nearly every 
memorial which has wneen erected in 
honor of the heroes of the confeder- 
acy. That the south appreciates what 


'the women have done was attested by 


the cheering which greeted their pro- 
cession. 

A beautiful young woman in white, 
Miss Roberta Caldwell, attracted ad- 
miration at the head of troop A., of 
Nashville, Tenn., about forty gray- 
uniformed old men with sabres. Miss 
Caldwell carried a confederate. battle 
fag. There was many other interest- 


ing features of the parade outside the 
appearance of the veteran bodies. 

Among these were the sponsors from 
the various confederate states, attended 
by scores of maids of, honor, These at- 
tractive young women in white, wearing 
Sashes of red, rede in carriages and lent 
a charming addition té the long line of 
gray. 

On the line of march were the statues 
of Generals Lee and Stuart. The mili-

The ceremonies were opened with 
prayer by the Rev. Dr. J. W. M. Jones, 
of Richmond, chaplain general, and so 
glowing were his tributes to Mr. Davis 
that a chorus of ‘Amens” swept over the 
multitude. 

SOUTH NEEDS NO APOLOGIES, 
DECLARES GOVERNOR SWANSON 

The first address was by Governor 
Claude A. Swanson, of Virginia. 

The speech of Governor Swanson was 
a welcome to all veterang to Richmond 
and Virginia. In the course of his re 
marks the governor spoke feelingly to 
the “lost cause,’ saying: 

“Virginia would consider that I had 
poorly performed the part assigned to 
me if I should fail on this occasion to 
convéy to you her continuous conviction 
of the justice of our cause and her firm 
belief that the conduct of herself and 
her sister states in their conflict needs 
neither defense nor apology. fh this war 
the south contended for the sovereignty 
of states against federal aggre®sion and 
power. She fought for the great princi- 
ple of home rule against outside, illegal 
interference. This great doctrine of 
home rule is the most precious of all 
rights possessed by mankind. For its 
maintenance more armies have been 
marshaled, more battles fought, more 
blood sacrificed, more treasure expended 
than all other causes combined for which 
man ever contended. 

“The recent action of the federal au- 
thorities in Washington in sustaining and 
aiding the secession of Panama from the 
republic of Colombia in South ‘America 
was a complete and thorough indorse- 
ment of the justice of the southern Se- 
cession movement. We 4are giad to re 
ceive in the course of time from this 
high gource a thorough approval of the 
righteousness of our cause, though it 
may come a little belated. There are 
some who measure the justice and right- 
eousness of a caure by whether it suc- 
ceeds or fails, hence because the south- 
ern secession movement failed it receives 
their condemnation. But, sires, those who 
would thus measure the justice of a cause 
by its success or failure little know his- 
tory or the great and profound truths 
and lessons which the annals of mankind 
disclose.”’ 

The governor closed with a touching 
tribute to southern womanhood which 
made the Davis memorial possible. 

Governor Swanton was followed by 
Mavor Carlton McCarthy, of Richmond, 
who introduced General Evans as ora- 
tor of the day. 

GENERAL EVANS LAUDS 
PRESIDENT OF CONFEDERACY 


General Evans began his addrcsg with 
a tribute to the women of the south, 
through whose efforts the statue to Mr. 
Davis had been erected. Taking up then 
the influences which had molHed the life 
of the future president of the confed- 
eracy, the speaker traced hig lineage 
from Engli#h ancestors, who migrated 
to America two generationg before his 
birth, settling In the south. His father 
and grandfather, on his father’s side, had 
fought in the revolutionary war, and 
three older brothers had bome arms in 
the war of i8!2. Mr. Davis, appointed 
to the* rational miltary academy by 
President Monroe, graduated In 1828, re- 
ceiving appointment as lieutenant. At 
once he Was assigned to arduous service 
in the great western country, to protect 
settlers against Indian incursions and 
attacks. After a service of seven years, 
during which he “won fame which his 
country gladly gave him and should not 
forget now,.’’ Mr. Dawis returned to his 
Mississippi home, from which he was sent 
immediatel to congress. Two years 
later the Mexican war threatened, and 


resigning his place in congress, he led @ 
regiment of Mississippi rifies. He ren- 


; 


dered brilliant service at Monterey and 
Buena Vista, and returned once more 
to his Mississippi home. He resumed 
his political career in congress, being 
elevated to the United States senate and 
to the cabinet of President Pierce as 
secretary of war. 

With the consideration of Mr. Davis’ 
political career the speaker discussed at 
some length the issues whitch led to the 
civil war, mainly the right of secession. 
DAVIS FOLLOWED VIEWS 

OF MAKERS OF CONSTITUTION 

He said: “Mr. Davis accepted the ideas 

of the eminent makers of the constitution

forts were directed to the maintenance 
of the constitution and the union re- 
sulting from it, and to make the general 
government an effective agent for its 
As soon as the par- 
e to Mississippi for- 
bade a continuance of these efforts I 
withdrew from the position.” 

The civl war and Mr. Davis’ connec- 
tion with the leadership of the confeder- 
ate government was considered at length, 
and coming to the results of that war, 
to the criticisms that were passed on 
the defeated leader, the speaker said, 
“He outlived obloquy; he saw detraction 
die by its own gting; he saw vicioug cen- 
Sures put to shame; he beheld _resent- 
ments of south and north withering in 
stem and root, leaving no seed. He was 
not faultiess in judgment, but he was 
upright, brave, fair and absolutely in- 
corruptible. He ts entitled to the gen- 
erous American judgment of the present 
sober age, which will be rendered on 
echsidefation of the facts of his whole 
career. History will surely give him an 
honorable and distinguished place among 
the noble characters of past times. Al! 
the elements of greatness weré compo- 
nents of his life and it cannot be insist- 
ed that success in his last service of his 
people was necessary to make him truly 
great, although had the confederacy es- 
tablished its independence, his fame 
would have filled the world as the father 
of the new American republic.’’ 


DAUGHTER OF MR. DAVIS 
UNVEILS THE MONUMENT 


At the conclusion of this address the 
mayor spoke briefly, accepting on be- 
nalf of Richmond the sacred trust tm- 
pesed upon it by the whole south. Mrs. 
J. A. Hayes, 6f Colorado Springs, Colo., 
daughter of Mr. Davis, then pulled gent- 
ly the cord that held the canvass 
shroud which covered the bronze statue. 
Her two young sons, the grandsons of 
the confederate president, caught the 
two cords used to complete the unveil- 
ing. The moment was one of never-to- 
be-forgotten impressivenesgs. One mo- 
ment of absolute silence, and then cheer- 
ing burst forth, bands played and the 
Richmond WMewitzers began firing the 
presidential salute. The ceremofhies wer» 
not ended with the unveiling, but the 
multitude could not be kept quiet for 
the remainder. The people forming tha 
immense circle around the m@nument 
heard played and sung a number of 
musical selections and saw garlands and

After the benediction by the chaplain 
general floral tributes were offered by 
the public. 
DESCRIPTION OF MONUMENT 

TO CONFEDERATE PRESIDENT 
The monu rent to Jefferson Davis is 
the crowning feature of Richmond's 
great Monument evenue. It is the com- 
bined work of E. V. Valentine and Wil- 
liam C. Nolend, of Richmond. The me- 
morial consists of a semicircle colon- 
nade terminating at each end in a 
square pier with a large column or shaft 
rising from the inclosed space. The 
semicircle ‘sg about fifty feet across 
with a depth of thirty feet and stande 
sixty-seven feet in total height. The 
monument typifies the vindication of 
Mr. Davis ard the couse of the confed- 
cracy for which he stood before the 
world, the leading inscription “being 
“Deo vindice’ (God will vindicate). 
The colonnade, composed of thirteen 
doric columns, ‘besides the two eng pliers, 
rises about 18 feet above the walk-way, 
and has its frieze decorated with bronze 


seals of the elewen states that séceded 
and the three others that sent represen- 
tatives and troops. In the center of the 
Space enclosed by the colonnade stands 
a large doric column over 5 féet 
diameter. This column forms a back- 
ground for the bronze figure of Mr. 
Davis, and also carries on its top an al- 
legorical bronze figure, whose right hand 
points to heaven, and whose title, ‘“Vin- 
dicatrix,’"’ rapresents the whole spirit 6f 
the monument. The large column bears 
the seal] of the confederacy in bfonze, 
and has the ins¢ription:

The bronze figure of Mr. Davis stands 
on a great block of granite tn front of 
the column, and about !2 feet above the 
roadway. The president is represented 
in a standing position, as though ad- 
dressing an audience, with his right hand 
resting on the open book of history. 
Around the moulding is traced a note- 
worthy extract from Mr. Davis’ farewell 
speech when he resigned from the United 
States senate on the secession of Mis- 
sisstpp!: 

“Not in hostility to others, not to in- 
jure any section of the country, not 
even for our own pecuniary benefit, but 
for the high and solemn motive of de- 
fending and protecting the rights we in- 
herited, and which it is ovr duty to 
transmit unshorn to our chfil@ren.’ 

On the points of the colonnade stand 
bronze tablets, one to the navy and one 
to the army of the confederacy. The 
army tablet ts inscribed: 

‘From Sumter to Appomattox, four 
years of unflinching struggle against 
overwhelming odds.”’ 

The navy tablet is imscribed: 

“Giving new examples of heroism, 
teaching new methods of war, it carried 
the flag of the south to the most dis- 


tant seas.”

STOCK MARKET 
TONE VERY WEAK 


Heavy Declines Carried Stocks 
Extremely Low 


No Demand for Stocks Given as the 
Cause—Published Report of Har- 
Friman’s Plans for Retrench. 
ment Policy Started 
Selling. 


——— 


New York, June 3.—The tone of the 
stock market became very week again 
today and the heavy declines carried 
some of the most conspicuous’. stocks 
lower than they sold last Monday. The 
reasons for the weakness were not very 
apparent, beyond the obvious explanation 
that there was no demand for stocks. No 
effective demand developed at any time 
during the session, and bear operators 
showed no urgency in their desire to 
cover their shorts until the fina] hour 
of the trading. The amounts of stotk 
sold was not large, but the entire pros- 
tration of the buying demand left prices 
easily vulnerable to moderate selling 
pressure. The prices and the copper in- 
dustrials were weakest features, although 
the declining tendency of the market was 
comprehensive. Published reports of as- 
sertions by the head of the Harriman 
system of the necessity of retrenchment 
throughout the railroad world had some 
special effect on the stocks of that sys- 
tem. The weakness of the coppers was 
suffciently explained by the severe de- 
Cline in the London prices of the metal. 
The New York metal exchange also mark- 
ed down the price of metal here. <Ae re- 
port from Washington that a determi- 
nation had been reached not to push the 
government prosecution against the Har- 
riman railroad combination had no effect 
in checking the decline in those stocks. 
Railroad traffic officials were quoted as 
usual in weekly reviews of conditions 
in their field, and were disposed to con- 
cede some falling off in the volume of 
freight moving, although claiming an ex- 
ceSg still over the corresponding period 
of last year. Railroad earnings reported 
continued to show an improvement in 
the net returns for April, the adoption 
of Pennsylvania to the list with the first 
increase in net for many months, being 
regarded as especially significant on ac- 
count of the representative character 
of the system. Some disturbance of sen- 
timent wag due to the persistent heavy 
demand for gold from Paris, shipments 
to that point arranged here amounting to 
$2,000,000 and at London to $2,800,000. 
It does not appear that any sinister in- 
fluence lies behind this movement, which 
is most reasonably attributed to the trade 
activity in France, the large demands 
on the Bank of France and the low level 
of its reserves, the present holdings of 
that institution, in spite of the accre-, 
tions of the last few weeks, remaining 
far below the amount held at this time 
last year. The flow of gold to Paris, 
nevertheless, is the cause of misgivings 
in other markets, chiefly from the fear 
that it registered a knowledge of coming 
political complications not known to the 
world at large. Rates for call loans in 
this market retained the slight advance 
of the latter part of the week in view of 
the poor bank statement of Saturday and 
the further outgo of gold to Paris. In- 
terlor money markets report a disposi- 
tion to greater ease. The incoming re- 
ports to the controller of the currency 
of the condition of national banks as of 
May 22, show a marked streggthening 
of position at most interior money cen- 
ters, with the preceding cal] of March 
22. Feeling regarding the wheat crop 
was less despondent, but the news of 
the cotton crop caused anxiety. Causes 
were sought for the weakness of stocks 
nearer*to the stock market itself and 
there was a revival of many rumors pre- 
viously heard of financial troubles. ward- 
ed off after the slump, but recurring 
with the yield of prices again to the for- 
mer unprofitable levels. The lack of 
confirmation of any of the trouble rumorg 
as the day progressed had much to do 
with inciting the shorts to cover more 
extensively late in the day. The substan- 
tial recoveries resulting were well main- 
tained to the last.

Reports from foreign market centers 
for finished article are decidedly less 
favorable. Manchester under date of 
June | calls the market for cloth and 
yarns nominal, business difficult and 
possibility of looms stopping or going 
on short time owing to Fteh prices 
for the raw material. Our private ad- 
vices from Liverpool are to the same ef- 
fect. This rapid advance has wiped out 
Spinning profit margins and consumers 
have not had time to get a proper foot- 
hold. While the outlook for supplies 
next season undoubtedly justifies much 
higher values, tie advance neverthe- 
less, {f it should come all at one time, 
may undermine its own foundation and 
attempts by far-seeing leading operators 
to call a halt in order to consolidate 
matters and strengthen the chances for 
the future, will not be condemned if 
viewed in the right_light and properly 
understood. As reg@rds prospects for 
tomorrow the combination of unsettled 
weather and-a bullish bureau ig likely 
to cause a sensational advance which 
might be a good opportunity to realize 
and await developments. Many think 
tomorrow's market will cap the olimax 
for the present.

Chicago, June 3.—Liquidation of July 
wheat and reports of good weather for 
the new crop caused the market to ease 
off slightly today. At the close July 
wheat was down %@%c.

Provisions 
were unchanged to 7%c lower. 

The market opeed today with easier 
prices because of better weather condi- 
tions in the west and northwest, lower 
cables and world’s shipments that were 
larger than, had been expected.
